The issue commemorates the 46" Conference of the Inter-Parliamentary Union, held at Church 
House, Westminster. The Union itself was founded in 1889 by Frédéric Passy and William 
Randal Cremer. Although originally intended for individual parliamentarians, it has become an 
international organization involving representatives from the national parliaments of its 163 
member countries. Since 1921 the headquarters have been based in Geneva, Switzerland. The 
United Kingdom hosted the congress in 1890, 1906, 1930, 1957, 1975, and 1989.
